WASHINGTON (AFP) - US 
Vice President Joe Biden is 
not ruling out a tilt for the 
top job himself in 2016, al¬ 
though he stresses his current 
focus is on reelecting Barack 
Obama next year. 

Biden, who ran twice for 
president before becoming 
Obama's running-mate in 
2008, was asked in a CNN 
interview broadcast yester¬ 
day if he had closed the door 
on running in 2016. 

"I'm not closing any¬ 
thing," replied the vice pre¬

“The small island paradox is a 
conceptual trap; small islands 
cannot grow in economic terms 
because they are small, and 
they are small in economic 
terms because they cannot 
grow. The underlying premise 
of the paradox is that small is 
ugly and big is beautiful. Luck¬ 
ily, for small islands, their real¬ 
ity is different. Tourism 
specialization explains much of 
the forces that have shaped 
growth and prosperity in small 
islands. Their degree of tourism 
specialization utilizes these 
forces in seeking to promote 
growth...keeping the forces 
working that have triggered 
growth and prosperity has now 
become more complicated as a 


consequence of sameness, costs 
disease and limitations imposed 
by size constraints.” 

His tenure in crucial gov¬ 
ernment offices handling the 
mechanics of Aruba’s prosper¬ 
ity has made Dr. Croes a partic¬ 
ular voice of expertise on the 
subject, and his recent survey 
and study of the island’s 
tourism product, which was 
commissioned by the Ministry 
of Tourism, he admits, has also 
been incorporated into his find¬ 
ings in his new book. He also 
authored “Anatomy of De¬ 
mand in International Tourism: 
The case of Aruba” in June of 
2010 for the same publishers, 
Lambert Academic, part of a 
multi-book contract. The books 
are filled with hard facts, tables 


and statistics, as well as “intu¬ 
itive, nuanced and enlightening 
extrapolations and conclu¬ 
sions,” as described by Aruba’s 
Director of the ATA, Ronella 
Tjin Asjoe-Croes, who has read 
the first, and “looks forward to 
reading Dr. Croes’ latest issue.” 

Though most familiar with 
Aruba, Dr. Croes also exa¬ 
mined the status of islands in 
the Mediterranean and Indo- 
Pacific basin in his study. 
“Small islands seem to have 
proven the classical and neo¬ 
classical economic thinkers 
wrong,” he states in his book.

Over the years these small is¬ 
lands have spurred arrivals to 
achieve a critical mass sup¬ 
porting the domestic market 
and they have applied the ac¬ 
celerated principle where size

and growth became mutually 
reinforcing,” Dr. Croes sur¬ 
mises, based on his studies.

130 Occupy Chicago 
protesters arrested 


CHICAGO (AFP) - Chicago 
police arrested about 130 pro¬ 
testers early yesterday as they 
tried to camp out in the city’s 
Grant Park in solidarity with 
the anti-corporate Occupy 
Wall Street movement. 

The arrests came a week 
after about 175 members of 
Occupy Chicago were arrested 
for a similar act of civil disobe¬ 
dience. 

About 1,500 protesters 
were gathered at the park when 
police warned them they 
would have to leave or be ar¬ 


rested for violating a city ordi¬ 
nance that closes parks to the 
public at 11 pm, Chicago po¬ 
lice officer Robert Perez said. 

Most eventually left, but a 
core group decided to stay. 

"There were no major prob¬ 
lems. The majority of the pro¬ 
testers that were arrested 
complied," he told AFP. 

Some of the protesters re¬ 
fused to walk out of the park 
and were carried out by police, 
but "nothing heavy duty where 
we had to manhandle them," 
Perez said.

Mexican boy, 15, named as drug boss 

Cancun — A fifteen year old 
boy (identity protected due to 
age) has admitted to drug traf¬ 
ficking and murder on the 
Mexican resort island of Isla 
Murjeres.

MISRATA (AFP) - Thousands 
of Libyans gathered yesterday 
in the heart of Misrata, whose 
fighters captured ex-dictator 
Moammar Kadhafi, to cele¬ 
brate their country's liberation. 

The National Transitional 
Council in its former head¬ 
quarters in the eastern city of 
Benghazi officially declared 
the full liberation of Libya, 
clearing the way for a transi¬ 
tion to democracy after eight 
months of conflict. 

Men, women and children 


converged on Misrata's Free¬ 
dom Square singing the na¬ 
tional anthem and waving the 
national flag, both of which 
date back to the monarchy 
which Kadhafi overthrew in a 
1969 coup. 

Some raised the flag of 
France in gratitude for the sup¬ 
port it gave as part of NATO to 
the revolt against Kadhafi, 
which started in the east and 
escalated into a country-wide 
civil war.

Crowded Earth: 

how many is too many? 


PARIS (AFP) - Already strain¬ 
ing to host seven billion souls, 
Earth is set to teem with bil¬ 
lions more, and only a revolu¬ 
tion in the use of resources can 
avert an environmental 
crunch, experts say. 

As early as 1798, Thomas 
Malthus gloomily forecast that 
our ability to reproduce would 
quickly outstrip our ability to 
produce food, leading to mass 
starvation and a culling of the 
species. 

But an industrial revolution 
and its impact on agriculture 
proved Malthus and later 
doomsayers wrong, even as 
our numbers doubled and re¬ 
doubled with accelerating fre¬ 
quency. 

Today, though, it seems 
reasonable to ask if Malthus 
wasn’t simply a couple of cen¬ 
turies ahead of the curve. 

On October 31, the world’s 
population is officially sched¬ 
uled to hit seven billion — a 
rise of two billion in less than 
a quarter century. 

Over six decades, the 
global fertility rate has roughly 
halved, and amounts to a sta¬ 
tistical 2.5 children per woman 
today. 

But this varies greatly from 
country to country. And 
whether the planet's popula¬ 
tion eventually stabilises at 
nine, 10 or 15 billion depends 
on what happens in develop¬ 
ing countries, mostly in Africa, 
with the fastest growth. 


— Diminishing resources — 

As our species has ex¬ 
panded, so has its devouring of 
the planet's bounty, from fresh 
water and soil richness to 
forests and fisheries. 

At its current pace, hu¬ 
mankind will need, by 2030, a 
second planet to satisfy its ap¬ 
petites and absorb its waste, 
the Global Footprint Network 
(GFN) calculated last month. 

And through the coal, oil 
and gas that drive prosperity, 
we are also emitting green¬ 
house gases that alter the cli¬ 
mate, potentially maiming the 
ecosystems which feed us. 

"From soaring food prices 
to the crippling effects of cli¬ 
mate change, our economies 
are now confronting the reality 
of years of spending beyond 
our means," GFN's president, 
Mathis Wackernagel, said. 

French diplomat Brice 
Lalonde, one of two coordina¬ 
tors for next June's UN Con¬ 
ference on Sustainable 
Development, dubbed 

"Rio+20," said Earth's popula¬ 
tion rise poses a fundamental 
challenge to how we use re¬ 
sources. 

"The question is, how do 
we boost food security and 
provide essential services to 
the billion poorest people but 
without using more water, land 
or energy?" 

This is why, he said, 
Rio+20 will focus on practical 
things such as increasing 


cleaner sources in the world 
energy mix, smarter use of 
fresh water, building cities that 
are environmentally friendlier 
and raising farm yields with¬ 
out dousing the soil with 
chemicals. 

But such options dwell far 
more on the impact of popula¬ 
tion growth than on the prob¬ 
lem itself. 

Braking fertility rates 
would help the human tally 
stabilise at eight billion and 
haul poor countries out of 
poverty, ease the strain on nat¬ 
ural resources and reduce cli¬ 
mate vulnerability, say 
advocates. 

For some experts, volun¬ 
tary birth control is the key. 

Geoff Dabelko, director of 
the Environmental Change 
and Security Programme at the 
Woodrow Wilson Center in 
Washington, cites Somalia as 
a case study of what happens 
when women have no access 
to contraception. 

Racked by civil war and 
poverty, its population is pro¬ 
jected to grow from about 10 
million today to 22.6 million 
by 2050. It has the eighth- 
highest birth rate in the world 
and an average of seven chil¬ 
dren per family. 

Even before the country 
fell into a full-fledged crisis, a 
third of its children were se¬ 
verely underweight, according 
to UNICEF. Ninety-nine per¬ 
cent of married Somali women 
have no access to family plan¬ 
ning. 

Many economists, though, 
argue that the answer lies more 
in reducing poverty and boost¬ 
ing education, especially of 
women. 

A 2010 study in Colombia 
found family planning ex¬ 
plained less than 10 percent of 
the country's fertility fall. The 
real driver was improved stan¬ 
dards of living. 
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HONG KONG (AFP) - More than 1000 protesters, includ¬ 
ing pregnant mothers, marched in Hong Kong Sunday 
opposing the growing number of mainland Chinese 
women coming to the city to give birth, organisers said. 
Women from mainland China are keen to have babies in 
Hong Kong -- a city that has had semi-autonomous sta¬ 
tus within China since it ceased to be a British colony in 
1997 -- because it entitles their child to rights of abode 
and education. Local expectant mothers, some with chil¬ 
dren in tow, marched to government headquarters in the 
southern Chinese city, carrying banners that read: "For 
Hong Kong's sake, fight for local women's right to give 
birth here." "Local mothers are being forced to give birth 
in the corridors of hospitals because mainland mothers 
are over-crowding our hospitals," Annie Yam, a mother 
of two who took part in the march, told AFP. 



BANGKOK (AFP) - Thailand's hundreds of thousands of 
flood victims are at risk of water-borne diseases and in¬ 
fections, the World Health Organisation said, though no 
major outbreaks have been reported yet. The spread of 
communicable diseases such as diarrhoea, respiratory 
illness and conjunctivitis among displaced flood victims 
in shelters was a key concern, the country's WHO repre¬ 
sentative Maureen Birmingham told AFP. Flood-affected 
people also faced an increased risk of skin fungal infec¬ 
tions and leptospirosis, a bacterial infection spread 
through contaminated water, she said.

It is believed that, the Delft 
team was defeated by a very 
small difference. Actually, 


they claim that the difference 
was the smallest in the history 
of this challenge, which has 
taken place now 11 times.The 
winner of the race is the vehi¬ 
cle of the Tokai University of 
Japan. They also won the pre¬ 
vious edition of the World 
Solar Challenge. All the vehi¬ 
cles traveled a distance of 
3000 kilometers through Aus¬ 
tralia. 

Aruban Javier Sint Jago 
was one of the drivers of the 
Nuna6 vehicle. Javier indi¬ 
cated that he is pleased with 
his second place standing,al¬ 
though he regrets coming so 
close and not winning the 
race. He said,..."We per¬ 
formed expertly and yet came 
in second. And, we are 
proud,also because our vehi¬ 
cle performed flawless from 
start to finish.” Javier is con¬ 
templating ways to ship his 
vehicle to Aruba for demon¬ 
strations. 

What was a tremendous 
challenge for the racers was 
the wild fires in the woods. 
The winds were high, there 
was a tornado and towards the 
end there was heavy rainfall. 
"We experienced practically 


every type of weather, " said 
Sint Jago. He claimed that one 
of his greatest challenges was 
when he encountered heavy 
winds on one side of his vehi¬ 
cle, because his vehicle 
weighs a mere 140 kilos. 
When he had to make a right 


hand turn, the wind was push¬ 
ing him back to the left. That 
made it very difficult for him 
to stay on the road. But, as it 
stands, he succeeded withfly- 
ing colors and came in an im¬ 
pressive second to win the 
silver medal. 


At the end of this month the 
Aruba GreenConference will 
convene here and it would be 
wonderful if Javier could real¬ 
ize his desire to bring his 
Nuna6 to Aruba...and, in time 
for the conference.

Euro crisis rescue deal takes shape 


BRUSSELS(AFP) - Europe 
closed in on a broad agreement 
yesterday to tackle the euro 
crisis and pressed Italy to slash 
its debt mountain to reassure 
jittery financial markets. 

European Union leaders 
came together on the big issue 
— over the best approach to 
take to boost the firepower of 
a eurozone rescue fund — but 
without setting down concrete 
numbers. 

France and Germany 
smoothed out disagreements 
on how to increase the reach of 
the 440-billion-euro ($610 bil¬ 
lion) European Financial Sta¬ 
bility Facility (EFSF). 

The outcome of back-to- 
back summits yesterday and 
this Wednesday is being 
keenly watched around the 
world as concerns have grown 
that the eurozone debt crisis 
could spark a fresh global re¬ 
cession. 

There was also agreement 
to explore a re-opening of the 
core European Union treaty to 
cover closer eurozone integra¬ 
tion, with a green light for 
plans to create a Europe-wide 
budget 'tsar’ — although non- 
euro states remain wary about 
implementation of such meas¬ 
ures. 

Eurozone-only leaders 
stayed on for further "technical" 
talks yesterday evening but no 
major statements or press con¬ 
ferences were planned. 

French President Nicolas 
Sarkozy said many more "long 
hours of talks" would be 
needed before nailing down the 
definitive decisions promised 
at another EU 27 summit on 
Wednesday in order to calm 
nervous financial markets. 

The second summit in four 
days was originally meant only 
to involve the 17 nations that 
share the euro single currency. 


It is expected to endorse fi¬ 
nance ministers' calculations 
that banks will need to be re¬ 
capitalised to the tune of 108 
billion euros ($150 billion). 

Speaking alongside Ger¬ 
man Chancellor Angela Mer¬ 
kel at a joint press conference, 
Sarkozy said "a quite broad 
agreement is taking shape on 
the reinforcement of the 
EFSF." 

Merkel said a French idea 
for the fund to acquire a bank¬ 
ing licence was dead and 
buried. That left them looking 
at plans to offer EFSF insur¬ 
ance to eurozone bond holders, 
and boost it with top-ups from 
China and other emerging na¬ 
tions. 

How to integrate the input 
of non-European G20 partners 
waiting for a summit of in 
Cannes on November 3-4 rep¬ 
resented a problem for some, 
though. 

Diplomats said offering in¬ 
surance would lower borrow¬ 
ing rates for the likes of Italy 
and Spain but no concrete 
numbers were forthcoming. 

Just in the last week, offi¬ 
cials have revised down the 
potential reach of a beefed up 
fund from more than 2.5 tril¬ 
lion euros to 1.0 trillion euros. 

The "leveraging" of the 
EFSF comes alongside a deal 
being negotiated with banks 
for them to accept a 50 percent 
write-off on Greek debt, in ex¬ 
change for a new bailout by the 
EU and the International Mon¬ 
etary Fund. 

Germany needed for do¬ 
mestic reasons to run any eu¬ 
rozone deal past its parlia¬ 
ment's budget committee be¬ 
fore being able to sign up to 
any accord. 

But now non-euro nations 
led by Britain and Poland also 
want to see all the small print 


first to make sure the eurozone 
is not taking decisions that 
would affect their interests. 

Despite the Greek mess, 
Italy is arguably the bigger 
concern for all. 

Italian Prime Minister Sil¬ 
vio Berlusconi came under in¬ 
tense pressure to cut his 
country's deficit and debt. 

"We have to reassure in¬ 
vestors and reassure other 
states," EU president Herman 
Van Rompuy said. "Clearly, 
we are asking for a major ef¬ 
fort on the part of the Italian 
authorities." 

Italy is carrying debts of 1.9 
trillion euros — equal to 120 
percent of what the eurozone's 
third-largest economy pro¬ 
duces in a year and way above 
the EU limit of 60 percent. 

Merkel too urged "credible" 
cuts in Italy's debt as part of ef¬ 
forts to save the eurozone. 

"Italy is a great economic 
force but Italy also has a very 
high level of debt and it must 
be reduced in a credible way 
over the coming years," she 
said. "That's what we expect of 
Italy." 


Merrill Lynch: 
U.S. rating likely 


to be down¬ 
graded again 



NEW YORK - The United 
States will likely suffer the loss 
of its triple-A credit rating 
from another major rating 
agency by the end of this year 
due to concerns over the 
deficit, Bank of America Mer¬ 
rill Lynch forecasts. 

The trigger would be a 
likely failure by Congress to 
agree on a credible long-term 
plan to cut the U.S. deficit, the 
bank said in a research note 
published on the weekend.

3, giving his team a 2-1 lead in the World Series over the 
Texas Rangers. 


The best thing to do is make 
that statement and ask some¬ 
body to show me one that 
was better. I think it would 
be hard to do.” 

The magical performance 
comes just two days after Pu¬ 
jols was criticized following 


a game two loss for sneaking 
out the back door of the Car¬ 
dinals dressing room to 
avoid reporters who wanted 
to ask him about a fielding 
error that contributed to the 
2-1 loss. 

Asked if the criticism pro¬ 


vided him with extra moti¬ 
vation Saturday, Pujols said 
he always comes ready to 
compete and wasn't trying 
to dodge anyone. 

"I left the clubhouse 
when nobody approached 
me,” said Pujols who hit 37 
home runs in the regular 
season. "I feel embarrassed 
because everybody is fo¬ 
cussing on that and I was in 
the middle of it.” 

Rangers manager Ron 
Washington said he might 
have to change his game 
plan in game four against 
Pujols and walk him more. 

"When the opportunity 
presents itself to put him on 
the bag I am not going to let 
him swing the bat,” Wash¬ 
ington said. "He just didn't 
miss. I saw him on TV but I 
will tell you, tonight was 
something special.”

Simoncelli dies in 
horror MotoGP smash

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celli died on Sunday after a 
horror crash that saw the 
Malaysian MotoGP at Sep- 
ang cancelled, in the latest 
tragedy to hit motor sports. 

The smash occurred just 
minutes after the race began, 
when the mop-haired 24- 
year-old Honda rider lost 
control and veered across the 
track into the path of riders 
Colin Edwards and Simon- 
celli's compatriot Valentino 
Rossi. 

Simoncelli, who ironically 
enjoyed his finest hour at 
Sepang when he clinched the 
2008 season's 250cc title 
here, had his helmet knocked 
off in the collision, which left 
him face down and motion¬ 
less on the asphalt. 

He suffered "very serious 
trauma to the head, neck and 
the chest" and later went into 
cardiac arrest, MotoGP med¬ 
ical director Michele Macchi- 
agodena told reporters. 

"Despite their (doctors') 
efforts, Marco sadly suc¬ 
cumbed to his injuries," Mo¬ 
toGP said in a sombre 
statement. 

Motor sports have endured 
a nightmare stretch and Si- 
moncelli's death looked cer¬ 
tain to throw up more 
awkward questions over 
safety. 

Race director Paul Butler 
promised a thorough investi¬ 
gation. 


Pujols smashes way 
into record books 


DALLAS (ALP) - Albert Pu¬ 
jols smashed his way into the 
record books Saturday by hit¬ 
ting three homers and driving 
in six runs in one of the great¬ 
est single performances in 
World Series history. 

Pujols hit homers in the 
sixth, seventh and ninth in¬ 
nings lifting the St. Louis 
Cardinals to a 16-7 win over 
the Texas Rangers to join the 
illustrious company of for¬ 
mer New York Yankees Babe 
Ruth and Reggie Jackson. 

"It is pretty special," said 
Pujols, of the Dominican Re¬ 
public. "Those guys are great 
players and to do it at that 
level and on this stage is 
amazing. 

"Hopefully at the end of 
my career I can look back 
and say: 'Wow, what a game 
it was in game three in 
2011 ."’ 


The 31-year-old had a 
three-run blast in the sixth, 
two-run shot in the seventh 
and a solo homer in the ninth 
for just the fourth three-run 
home run performance in 
World Series history. 

He joins Ruth (who did it 
twice in 1926 and 1928) and 
Jackson (1977). Pujols said 
he never dreamed his name 
would be spoken in the same 
breath as those two legendary 
hall of famers. 

Pujols also set a World Se¬ 
ries record with 14 total 
bases, breaking the old mark 
of 12 that belonged to Ruth 
and Jackson. 

His five hits equals the 
World Series record, set by 
Paul Molitor 29 years ago. 
He also had hits in four 
straight innings. 

Runs came at a premium 
in the first two games of the 


World Series but that wasn't 
the case in game three which 
allowed the Cardinals to take 
a 2-1 series lead. 

Pujols' most majestic mo¬ 
ment was a towering 423- 
foot missile that bounced off 
the cement wall on the front 
of the upper deck in the top of 
the sixth inning, giving the 
Cards a commanding 11-6 
lead. 

St. Louis manager Tony 
La Russa called Pujols' per¬ 
formance the greatest in the 
history of Major League 
Baseball's championship se¬ 
ries. 

"It is the greatest of any 
World Series in 120 years," 
La Russa said. "Lourteen 
total bases and five hits, four 
innings in a row.
